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The World All-American For 1926 


HE World takes pleasure in announcing the AIll- 
American selections for 1926. This is the fifth year 

of these selections and we are glad to report con- 
stantly growing interest in the designations which have 
now become perhaps the most prized honor of the show 
ring. With this distinction has come a responsibility of 
which the Committee of Selection is not unmindful. The 
committee consists of the judges at the National Dairy 
Show, Eastern States Exposition, Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress and the Pacific International Live Stock Ex- 
position, with the Editor of the World as an ex-officio 
member. This year the personnel of the committee con- 
sists of W. S. Moscrip, judge at the National; H. H. 
Kildee, judge at Waterloo and Axel Hansen, judge at 
Eastern States and the Pacific International. These 
gentlemen, with the World staff, have seen a large propor- 
tion of the good shows of the year, and we are glad to 
report that the selections made represent the unanimous 
view of the committee in every instance. 

There are a number of noteworthy facts in connection 
with this year’s selections. Among these we may mention 
the winning of a place by Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, this 
year’s All-American aged bull, for the fourth successive 
year, an honor no other animal has achieved, and, perhaps, 
even more important, the winning of a place on the list 
by the third offspring of May Walker Ollie Homestead, 
United States champion butter producer. Her daughter, 
May Walker Inka Segis, was selected as All-American 
senior yearling heifer. It will be remembered that in 
1924, her yearling son, Sir Inka May, a full brother of 
this heifer, was All-American junior yearling bull, and 
her two-year-old daughter, May Pietertje Homestead 
Ormsby, was All-American two-year-old, the pair being 
the All-American produce of dam that year. Another 
interesting fact is that C. V. Alcartra Toitilla Ormsby, the 
All-American junior yearling heifer this year, is a daugh- 
ter of last year’s All-American two-year-old, the first 
instance of a mother and daughter thus honored. Duke 
Pearl Asiatic, All-American senior yearling bull, is a full 
brother of Pearl of Highlawn, All-American heifer calf 
in 1924, thus making two All-American offspring both for 
Pearl Asiatic and the bull, Overhill Cornucopia. Pearl 
Asiatic is the fourth cow to have two All-American off- 
spring, the others being May Walker Ollie Homestead 
who is credited as now having three, Star Segis Pontiac 
Superior, dam of the All-American heifer calf in 1922, 
the first year of the selections, and of Sir Star Laura 
Segis, All-American two-year-old bull this year and All- 
American senior yearling of last year and Hazelwood 
Bessie Pauline, with one each in 1922 and 1923. As last 
year, three of the All-American bulls were honored 
similarly the year before, these being the two-year-old, 
three-year-old and aged selections. Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst competed in the aged class, Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld, this year’s All-American three-year-old, hav- 
ing won last year in the two-year-old class, and Sir Star 
Laura Segis, this year’s two-year-old, being last year’s 
senior yearling winner. Plaut Harcourt Creator, last 
year’s Reserve senior yearling, wins similar mention in 
the two-year-old class this year. He was undefeated in his 
class this year and but for his bad hocks might have re- 
ceived first call in this class. Tower Hill King, owned 
by Carl E. Rudolph of Illinois, was another good two- 
year-old, with two wins over Sir Star to his credit. Canary 
Paul Anna Homestead, owned by C. .E Griffith of Okla- 
homa, was another that ranked with the good two-year- 
olds of the year. Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, owned by J. 
W. Innes of Ontario, was undefeated at ten shows in 
Canada. Forum Patriarch, undefeated three-year-old 
except at Waterloo, where he met Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld, was given reserve honor in the three-year- 
old class. Duke Pearl Asiatic was not closely crowded 
in the senior yearling class. In the junior yearling class, 
however, was presented something of a tangle to unravel 
as there was no bull that had gone through the season 
undefeated. Final choice, however, went to Billy Home- 
stead De Kol, the Billiwhack bull winning this class at 
the National. Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th of the Hargrove 
& Arnold string, beat him twice, but finished the season 
in poor condition. There were quite a number of strong 


bull calves out this year, of which Hurlwood Sir Segis 
Walker, the Eastern States junior and reserve grand 
champion, appeared to be outstanding, with Femco Pride, 
the Waterloo and Portland junior champion entitled to 
Reserve recognition. The young son of Sir Inka May 
which won this class at the National for Adam Pancake 
of Illinois, was given much consideration by the com- 
mittee, likewise, as were the Carnation sons of Sir Romeo 
and Sir Inka May. 
The Female Classes 


In the aged class, it was impossible to get away from 
the record of Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, first prize 
winner in her class at the National and Ohio State Fair, 
and grand champion at Waterloo, the Sesquicentennial 
and Indiana State Fair. Thus, every member of the com- 
mittee had put her up in every class they found her and 
with her yearly record of over 31,000 Ibs. milk and 1,283 
lbs. butter, she makes a very satisfactory All-American 
winner. In fact, she was Reserve All-American aged cow 
back in 1923. The Reserve honor was given to the Cana- 
dian cow, Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, who went through 
the fall season undefeated on the Canadian side. She 
also is a 1,000-lb. fat producer with 1,326 Ibs. butter to 
her credit. Special mention should be made of Princess 
Mercena Pontiac Echo, grand champion at Eastern States, 
owned by Craig Manor Farm, New York, and De Kol Clo- 
thilde Monona, the Femco Farms cow that was grand 
champion at Portland, Minnesota and elsewhere. In the 
four-year-old class, Hollyhock Piebe Fobes, grand cham- 
pion at the National, was the unanimous choice over the 
sensational Billiwhack heifer, Jennie De Kol Segis 
Walker, whom she had beaten at both Waterloo and the 
National. The Billiwhack heifer was the only All-Ameri- 
can winning female of 1925 to receive All-American 
mention this year. Faforit Pontiac Echo, owned by Yates 
Farms, was another good four-year-old of the year. In 
the three-year-old class, Miss Tritomia Fobes Walker, 
another Billiwhack winner, was so far ahead of all com- 
petition that no reserve award was made in this olass, 
although there were a number of good three-year-olds out, 
including Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, last year’s All- 
American two-year-old that went through a _ strong 
Canadian circuit undefeated this year. Carnation Pauline 
Matador, of the Carnation Milk Farms string, was another 
strong entry in this class. Cakwood Piebe Allie, owned 
by R. V. Rasmussen, of Illinois, last year’s Reserve All- 
American two-year-old, placed consistently next to this 
year’s winner in the shows where they came together. 

Among the two-year-olds, Miss Papoose Piebe, daugh- 
ter of K P O P in the Billiwhack herd, could not be 
denied the All-American designation on the strength of 
her winning first in this class at the National, Waterloo, 
Sesquicentennial and Ohio and Missouri State Fairs, al- 
though two heifers were placed over her at state fair 
shows during the season and two other heifers, not com- 
peting, were given very serious consideration for top 
honors in this class. At Illinois State Fair, Forum Floa 
Madison, owned by R. V. Rasmussen, topped her, although 
the decision was reversed when they came together later 
in the season, as was the case at Indiana State Fair 
where two other heifers placed above her. The two that 
were given most serious consideration, however, were 
Idaho Matador Novelty Colantha, winner in the dry two- 
year-old class at Portland, bred and owned by University 
of Idaho, and Mankato Lassie Ormsby 2d, winner at Min- 
nesota for E. A. Bartholemy. The Idaho heifer was finally 
given Reserve mention on a very close decision over the 
Minnesota heifer. Pabst American Beauty, in the form 
in which she closed the season at Brockton where she 
was grand champion, merited consideration in this class 
also. 


May Walker Inka Segis, a daughter of May Walker 
Ollie Homestead, was outstanding in the senior yearling 
class as was C. V. Alcartra Toitilla Ormsby, in the junior 
section. Other strong entries in the senior yearling class

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The Holstein Show Season of 1926 


A Review By the Editorial Staff of the WORLD 


HE popularity of the show ring was well maintained 

during 1926 so far as Holstein exhibits were con- 

cerned, although the numbers, taken altogether, prob- 
ably did not quite equal the record-breaking year of 1925. 
This was due in part to the fact that the schedule-makers 
introduced so many conflicts in dates of important fairs 
around the first of September that breeders found it im- 
possible in many cases to make desired circuits. This fact 
accounts for lower numbers at certain shows, although at 
others there seemed to be evident rather smaller numbers 
from local exhibitors. This would be only a natural re- 
sult of the great increases in numbers and in the strength 
of the competition out of all proportion to the increases 
in the amounts of prize money offered. We believe that 
an even larger number of breeders had their herds out 
on extensive circuits this year than ever before, continued 
testimony to the attitude of breeders regarding the im- 
portance of type and their appreciation for the publicity 
value of successful show ring exhibits. 


Last year, in commenting on the shows, we made the 
following statement: 

“The improvement in the general average 

quality of the younger classes was noteworthy, 
~ the older female classes, perhaps, by com- 
; parison, not showing up as strongly and satis- 

factorily from the standpoint of quality.” 

This year, the quality of the younger classes was well 
held up but the greatest improvement over the year im- 
mediately preceding seems to have been in the older 
female classes, which all around the circuits have been 
among the most interesting of all. It is our observation 
that there were more good cows on display at our fairs 
this year than we have ever had in any previous season. 
There were many cows out with our show herds this year 
that were looked upon merely as good, dependable 
“money” cows that ten years ago would have rated as 
sensational winners at most of our shows. 

In recognition of the popular interest in the events and 
affairs of the show ring, the World during the past 
season has devoted a large proportion of its space to 
detailed reports of the important Holstein shows and has 
published pictures of a large proportion of the successful 
winners. Members of the World staff have covered a 
greater number of Holstein shows even than in 1925, 
being personally represented by staff members at the 
National Dairy Show, Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, 
Eastern States Exposition, Northwest Dairy Exposition 
at the Minnesota State Fair, Central States Exposition, the 
Sesquicentennial, International Exposition, Trenton Inter- 
State Fair and the State Fairs of Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, 
Ohio, Michigan, New York and in Canada the Royal Winter 
Fair, Canadian National Exhibition, Central Canada Ex- 
hibition at Ottawa, and Ormstown Fair. We regret the 
necessity of missing the Pacific International again this 
year but, as last year, it was capably handled by our 
regular Pacific Northwest correspondent. Special corres- 
pondents have sent us detailed stories on the Prairie 
Province Fairs of Canada, the Dakota State Fairs, the 
Pacific Coast and Mountain States, the Corn Belt and 
Southwestern Fairs, and the more important Holstein 
shows of the South Atlantic region, together with the 
exhibits at the other leading New England fairs. 


Altogether, these reports have presented a picture of the” 


progress Holstein breeders are making along this line that 
is obtainable through no other medium. We propose to 
tell the story here largely by pictures, as in past years, 
confining our comments on the various shows to the 
barest summaries. 

About three dozen breeders deserve credit and mention 
for taking their cattle out over more or less extended 
circuits. In point of distance of travel, it would be rather 
a close thing between Carnation Milk Farms who came 
from Seattle as far as Springfield, Massachusetts, and 
Trenton before returning home by way of the National 
Dairy Show and Portland, and the J. W. Innes herd, which 
left the home farm at Woodstock, Ontario, in the western 
part of the province, to make the Ormstown Fair in west- 
ern Quebec the middle of June and covered a circuit tak- 
ing them as far west as Vancouver, British Columbia, and 
which extended down to the National Dairy Show at 


Detroit and the Royal Winter Fair at Toronto the middle 
of November. In point of time, the F. E. Murphy 
Company string from Breckenridge, Minnesota, did nearly 
as well, starting out with the North Dakota Fair in July 
and finishing up at the American Royal late in November 
after returning from a trip to the Pacific International, 
H. O. Larsen also sent his cattle from Forum Holstein 
Farms out over an extensive circuit, starting at Missouri 
the middle of August and covering a circuit of eleven fairs 
ending the season at the American Royal in November. 
Incidentally, it may be mentioned that each of the herds 
referred to cut a big figure in the prize money wherever 
they were shown. Others making extensive circuits were the 
Billiwhack Stock Farm string, from California, which was, 
without doubt, the most talked of exhibit on all the Hol- 
stein circuits this year; The Hargrove & Arnold K. P. O, 
P. string, which after a slow start wound up the season 
in good style; Minnesota Holstein Company, which took 
a swing over the eastern circuit this year, bringing out 
two All-American winners of their own breeding, a feat 
not duplicated by any other exhibitor this year; Pabst 
Holstein Farm, which also made the eastern circuit follow- 
ing a successful effort in the biggist Holstein show of 
the year at Wisconsin State Fair. This string was very 
largely of their own breeding and made a mighty credit- 
able showing. For that matter, practically everything 
in the Hargrove & Arnold, Larsen and Minnesota Holstein 
Company strings were of their own breeding and while 
Carnation had a few outstanding animals secured by 
purchase, they had out enough winners of their breeding 
to take the honor of premier breeder as well as exhibitor 
at the National Dairy Show. Others of the Middle West 
that helped materially in hanging up the right kind of 
history for this year’s show season were R. V. Rasmussen, 
Deerfield, Illinois; Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, Iowa; J. D. 
McDonald, West Salem, Wisconsin; the Waukesha County 
herd; Iowa State Board of Control; Grahamholm Farm, 
Rochester, Minnesota; Modern Woodman Sanatorium of 
Colorado; Ringling Ranch of Montana; Carl E. Rudolph 
of Illinois; C. E. Griffith of Oklahoma; A. J. King of 
Missouri, and others. In the East, Yates Farms of New 
York; E. A. Baker of New Hamshire; F. P. Knowles of 
Massachusetts; Rieck Certified Dairy Farms of Ohio, 
and Craeg Manor Farm of New York; Brentwood Farm. 
of Pennsylvania, and the Essex County Hospital herd of 
New Jersey are all deserving of creditable mention, while 
Elmer Frazier of Indiana and Echo Farm of Kentucky, 
along with A. F. Randolph of Illinois helped to make 
things interesting on the southern circuit. In Canada, 
the competition was largely from the herds that have been 
providing it in the past with the notable absence of W. J. 
Elgie, who was preparing to move his herd from Sault 
Ste. Marie to Florida. Mr. Innes, as mentioned, made the 
greatest number of shows in Canada, Mount Victoria 
Farms and Raymondale Farms of Quebec confining their 
activities to eastern Canada, as did Haley & Lee, Arbogast 
Bros., Oliver Bros., and others that have been making 
history these past years in Canadian rings. On the 
Prairie Province circuit, the C. P. R. Demonstration Fair 
of Strathmore, Alberta, provided the principal competition 
for the eastern invaders, and the Colony Farm and 
Agassiz Experimental Farm bore the brunt of the burden 
at the Pacific Coast fairs of Canada. 


THE NATIONAL AND SECTIONAL SHOWS 
The National Dairy Show 


The National was a very satisfactory show this year, 
although on account of last minute withdrawals the num- 
bers were down to 178 head as compared with 231 shown 
the preceding year. The prize winners came from forty- 
six exhibitors located in nine states and Canada. The 
ringside interest seemed to be greater than ever before. 
Last year, the bull classes were of greater interest, but 
this year the female classes were the better contested, 
and the quality of the show is strikingly demonstrated 
from the fact that the seven first prize winning females 
in the open classes at this show each won the designation

This has never 
happened before at any show since the All-American idea 
‘ was started five years ago. Billiwhack Stock Farm, 
Oxnard, California, was the winner of the greatest number 
of blue ribbons with a total of six blues and one junior 
championship, with two blue ribbons each for Minnesota 
Holstein Campany and Hargrove & Arnold, no other 
exhibitor winning more than one first prize. Another 
unprecedented result in this show was the winning by 
Carnation Milk Farms of the coveted banners as premier 
exhibitor and premier breeder, without a single blue ribbon 
to their credit in this show, the general balance in quality 
of their large entry making them contenders for top place 
in nearly every class. Two sensational grand champions 
were found in Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, a three-year- 
old who proved to be the sensation of the year among 
the males. He was owned by a syndicate of Waukesha 
County breeders. Waukesha County also is the home of 
the new National grand champion female, this being 
Hollyhock Piebe Fobes, a four-year-old daughter of Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes, brought out by Hollyhock Farms, 
This is the second time in the last seven years that 
Waukesha County has had both National grand champions. 
The extent to which type and production are going to- 
gether in our best shows is demonstrated by the fact 
that the grand champion had a two-year-old record above 
20,000 lbs. milk; the first prize aged cow had a yearly 
record of 1283 lbs. butter and over 31,000 lbs. milk; the 
first prize two-year-old had an average of above 1000 lbs. 
fat for her three nearest dams; the first prize senior 
yearling was a daughter of the U. S. champion 1,500-lb. 
butter producer; the first prize junior yearling was out 
of a 900-lb. junior two-year-old that was also an All-Amer- 
ican winner last year, and the first prize heifer calf and 
junior champion was backed by three direct generations 
above 1100 Ibs. butter on the dam’s side and by a sire 
whose two nearest dams were both above 1300 Ibs. butter. 
Another pleasing feature was the winning of the Get of 
Sire by a group sired by Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby who 
6was himself National grand champion in 1921. The show 
was held on the Michigan State Fair grounds at Detroit 
with disappointing attendance and a serious financial 
loss to the National Dairy Association. W. S. Moscrip 
placed the ribbons for the twelfth successive year, work- 
ing unassisted this year. 


The Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress 


The Waterloo show this year was one of the best 
balanced and most hotly contested events of the fall 
season. Holsteins outnumbered any two other breeds 
combined and showed a substantial increase over the 
preceding year with 243 head actually in the ring in the 
open classes and thirty-five exhibitors from six states 
being successful in getting inside the money. Hargrove 
& Arnold won the honor as premier exhibitor and we are 
advised that the premier breeder banner was taken by 
Forum Holstein Farm, also of Iowa, Hargrove & Arnold 
being so close that the result was in doubt for some time. 
Billiwhack Ranch of California continued its sensational 
winnings with five blue ribbons and one grand champion, 
Hargrove & Arnold taking the same number of blues and 
bringing out a junior champion. Forum Holstein Farms 
had but a single first prize in this show, but placed second 
six times which was as high a total of first and seconds 
as any exhibitor in the show. J. D. McDonald, of Wis- 
consin, also was a heavy winner throughout as were the 
F. E. Murphy Company of Minnesota with the junior 
champion male, Iowa State Board of Control and Holly- 
hock Farms and others with the Waukesha County Herd. 
R. V. Rasmussen, Rock River Farms and Carl E. Rudolph 
all of Illinois, and Grahamholm Farm of Minnesota, also 
made strong contributions. Sir Fobes Ormsby Henger- 
veld, who had previously proven his worth by winning 
grand championship at Wisconsin State Fair, was a 
popular grand champion, inflicting the only defeat of the 
year in class on the Forum three-year-old bull, Forum 
Patriarch. The female classes were splendid, the class 
of twenty-eight cows being characterized by Judge Kildee 
as the best he had ever seen. The championship proved 
to be a battle between Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, winner 
in the aged cow class, and Hollyhock Piebe Fobes, who 
had inflicted the first defeat of the year on the Billiwhack 
four-year-old, Jennie De Kol Segis Walker, and the sensa- 
tional three-year-old, Miss Tritomia Fobes Walker, also 
of the Billiwhack herd. The aged cow, who was likewise 
a Billiwhack entry, finally went through to grand cham-

pionship honors. 
week at the National, showing in much better form, se- 


cured a reversal of this decision. The Get of Sire class 
was one of the sensational classes of the show, ranking 
much stronger than the class at the National. The par- 
ticular K. P. O. P. combination that placed at the top here 
won All-American recognition for their sire for the third 
year in succession. The dairy herd also made an out- 
standing class, which Judge Kildee again stated was the 
best in his experience. This great farmer’s show was 
handicapped this year by rainy weather most of the 
week, but was accorded the usual splendid support both 
from an attendance and an exhibit standpoint. 


The Eastern States Exposition 


The Holstein show at this, the tenth anniversary ex- 
position, broke all previous records for this show with 
225 head from four New England states and New York 
and Ohio, with three of the leading show herds from the 
west also in the competition, these being Pabst, Minne- 
sota Holstein Company and the Carnation Milk Farms. 
These three herds carried away the greater share of the 
honors, although three of the championships stayed in 
the east. Pabst and Carnation staged a merry battle for 
the premier exhibitor honor, Pabst finally winning out 
with a margin of five dollars to spare. Carnation had the 
grand champion male in their aged bull, Prince Cornu- 
copia Tobe Pontiac, a bull that has had rather an up and 
down career on their extensive circuit this season, mostly 
up, however. The junior and reserve grand champion was 
the bull calf, Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker, selected as the 
All-American bull calf of 1926. He was bred and owned 
by Ralph Hurlburt, Ashley Falls, Massachusetts. Princess 
Mercena Pontiac Echo, a Canadian cow from the herd of 
Haley & Lee, owned and exhibited by Craeg Manor Farm, 
of New York, was senior and grand champion female, 
while junior championship for females went to May 
Walker Inka Segis, the famous senior yearling daughter 
of May Walker Ollie Homestead, owned by Minnesota 
Holstein Company. The Creator Get of Sire continued 
its unbroken string of victories for Pabst Holstein Farms. 
Other leading winners included Yates Farms of New York, 
Baker Farm of New Hampshire, Rieck Certified Dairy, 
Frank P. Knowles, and others. Axel Hansen placed the 
awards for the second successive year. 


The Pacific International 


In the face of decreased numbers for all other breeds, 
Holsteins again showed an increase at Portland with 
226 head in the barn not counting the club calves, and 
had a total within sixty head of as many as all other 
breeds put together. There were sixty-five Holstein ex- 
hibitors, the principal winners being Carnation Milk 
Farms and F. E. Murphy Company of Minnesota. Prince 
Cornucopia Tobe Pontiac, the Carnation bull that was 
champion at Eastern States Exposition, Indianapolis, 
Trenton, etc., closed his season with another grand cham- 
pionship here, and Carnation also had the junior champion 
female in Carnation Segis Tillie, a daughter of Matador 
Segis Walker 6th. Femco Farms did equally well in the 
matter of championships, their great cow, De Kol Clo- 
thilde Monona, being senior and grand champion female 
and their reserve All-American bull calf, Femco Pride, 
being junior champion male. Another outstanding winner 
in this show was Idaho Matador Novelty Colantha, a sen- 
sational dry two-year-old from the University of Idaho. 
She was given recognition as reserve All-American two- 
year-old of the year. Carnation succeeded in winning 
eleven blues in the individual classes and took all of the 
groups with the exception of A. R. cow and progeny. The 
Carnation string had been considerably strengthened from 
the line-up taken over the long circuit. Governor Lowden 
was the guest of honor at the show, and the attendance 
at this show was, as always, very satisfactory. J. C. 
Chamberlain, of Ceres, Wash., won the coveted John L. 
Smith trophy, donated originally by the eastern guests 
of the 1921 for the best produce of dam bred by exhibitor. 
Axel Hansen placed the awards. 

The Sesquicentennial International Exposition 


The live stock show at the Philadelphia Sesquicen- 
tennial was held September 13-18. Holsteins were ex- 
ceeded in numbers among the dairy breeds only by the 
Guernseys, who put forth a special effort to make this 
their great show of the year. There were 156 Holsteins 
from nineteen exhibitors coming from twelve different 
states breaking into the prize winning column. The live

The Holiday Number 


AST YEAR, as evidence of better times in the Hol- 
L stein industry we referred to the fact, in our Holiday 

Number, that the 1925 issue represented a twenty 
per cent increase in size over the Holiday Number of the 
year before. This issue represents a further increase of 
over eleven per cent above the 1925 number, both in total 
size of paper and in the amount of advertising carried. 
Figures from the public sales show an increase in the 
general average of from twenty to twenty-five per cent 
over 1925, and it may or may not be significant that the 
amount of advertising used by breeders in our columns 
is increased by almost exactly the same proportion. 

The principal feature of this Holiday Number, as in 
years gone by, is the annual announcement of the All- 
American selections. We are giving them a more liberal 
display this year pictorially and we hope that the publica- 
tion of larger pictures will make this feature more use- 
ful to Holstein breeders as a study in ideal Holstein type. 

In this connection, we want to extend public thanks 
to the members of the All-American Selection Committee 
for the time, trouble and expense they have been to per- 
sonally in the matter. This is one of those jobs where 
no one draws any pay directly except in the consciousness 
of having performed a worthwhile service. The Com- 
mittee consists of W. S. Moscrip of Minnesota, who judged 
at the National Dairy Show; Prof. H. H. Kildee of Iowa, 
who judged at Waterloo, and Mr. Axel Hansen of Minn- 
esota, who judged at the Pacific International and the 
Bastern States Exposition. Mr. Hansen also was an inter- 
ested ringside observer at both Waterloo and the Na- 
tional. This fact, together with the schedules of the mem- 
bers of the Committee at other fairs, gave them an op- 
portunity to see personally a very large proportion of the 
leading contenders of the past show season. A prelim- 
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inary conference of the full Committee was held ip 
Detroit at the time of the National Dairy Show, and 
a meeting was held in St. Paul after Mr. Hansen had re. 
turned from the Pacific International) The awards in 
every case represent the unanimous vote of the entire 
Committee, and we are proud to submit the results ag 
one of the most satisfactory All-American lists to date. 


Production with Type 


One feature of the All-American selections this year 
to which special attention should be directed is the way 
in which production is going along with type in the selee- 
tions of the outstanding show ring winners of the year, 
The All-American aged cow of 1926, Model Segis Prilly 
Gelsche, has a yearly record of 1283 lbs. butter and over 
31,000 lbs. milk. The Reserve All-American aged cow, 
Oakhurst Colantha Abbekerk, has a yearly record of 
1,326 lbs. butter, and is the second daughter of her sire 
over 1,000 Ibs. butterfat. 


Going on down the line, we find that the All-Ameri- 
can four-year-old has a two-year-old record above 20,000 
Ibs. milk and has a pedigree bristling with production. 
The All-American two-year-old is out of an 1,100-lb. daugh- 
ter of a 1,280-lb. cow, while her sire is out of a 1,389-lb. 
four-year-old. The All-American senior yearling heifer 
is a daughter of the U. S. Champion butter producer, May 
Walker Ollie Homestead, with 1,523 lbs. butter in a year. 
The junior yearling selection is from a dam that made 
over 21,000 lbs. milk and 900 Ibs. butter in a year as a 
junior two-year-old and was herself an All-American selec- 
tion last year. The heifer calf selected, Triune Papoose 
Piebe, was by a sire whose two nearest dams both had 
1,300-Ib. butter records, and is backed by three genera- 
tions above 1,100 lbs. on the dam’s side. 

This condition is not at all exclusive of 1926. The first 
year of the All-American selections in 1922, the All-Amer- 
ican aged cow was Tillamook Daisy Butter King De Kol 
that was just then completing her yearly record as a 
four-year-old of over 32,000 lbs. milk and just under 1,000 
Ibs. butter fat. She was also the All-American aged cow 
selection for 1923. That year, the All-American four- 
year-old, May Walker Skylark, had a 900-lb. yearly butter 
record and was by that great sire of type and production, 
Matador Segis Walker. The All-American two-year-old 
had a 24-lb. 7-day record at that age. In 1924, five of the 
six bulls selected for All-American honors were from 
dams with records above 1,000 lbs. butter and up to over 
1,500 lbs. Two of the females selected were by sons of 
a 1,300-lb. butter cow; another female was a daughter of 
a 1,523-lb. cow, sired by a son of a 1,000-lb. fat producer, 
and the All-American produce of dam was from the 
United States champion butter producer, May Walker 
Ollie Homestead. The All-American aged cow of 1925, 
Sara Ann Duplicate, has a yearly record as a four-year- 
old of 1,161.75 Ibs. butter, 28,633.8 lbs. milk. Of the two 
Reserve aged cows of that year, Countess Abbekerk 
Hiemke, the champion of America on three-time milk- 
ing with a record of 1,376 lbs. butter and over 30,000 Ibs. 
milk, while Belle Calamity Wayne, the other aged cow to 
receive honorable mention in 1925, had a ten months’ 
record on two-time milking equivalent to practically a 
1,200-lb. yearly record. Alcartra Colantha Ormsby, the 
All-American two-year-old of 1925, was just finishing a 
yearly record of over 900 lbs. butter and 21,000 lbs. milk 
in junior two-year-old form. Other Reserve winners of 
past years were Westview De Kol Walker with over 
1,000 lbs. butter; Susie Abbekerk Colantha with over 
28,000 lbs. milk and 1,100 lbs. butter, and, back in 1923, 
Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, the 1926 All-American winner, 
was given honorable mention in the aged cow class. 


We believe these instances are enough to demonstrate 
quite conclusively that it is entirely possible to combine 
high production and show type. The reward which the 
breeding public is wiling to give for this combination fur- 
nishes the strongest possible argument to induce breeders 
to concentrate their efforts along these dual lines. 








Merit Ribbons 


EVERAL times during the past year, we have urged 
S the adoption of a system of awarding at our leading 

fairs merit ribbons to all meritorious animals which 
fail to place in the money. 

The situation is that our Holstein shows have grown 
out of all proportion to the growth in the premium lists, 
so that at a great many of our fairs it happens that there 
are a considerable number of animals exhibited that 

















would have been good enough a few years ago to have 
ranked well up in the prize woney, but which now are 
crowded down so that they are forced to go home from 
those fairs without any recognition whatsoever. 

Now, particularly in the case of a small breeder or a 
beginner in the business, it is going to be difficult to 
get him to bring his cattle out to the fairs year after 
year if the competition is going to continue to be so keen 
that he not only fails to get his expense money back but 
also has nothing much to show for it in the way of rib- 
pons that might be a source of pride and satisfaction to 
him and of definite advertising value. 

It has been a question in the minds of some of our 
preeders if there would not be a reaction from these 
exceedingly strong Holstein exhibits of the past few years 
that would result in material reduction in numbers, just 
for the very reason that so many breeders had to go 
home without anything to show for their efforts. Dur- 
ing this past year, there was little evidence of such a 
reaction, although there were a few fairs that for some 
reason or Other had a smaller number of local exhibitors 
than had been the case for several years past. 

The suggestion we have been offering to meet this 
situation and which we are frank to say has apparently 
not aroused very much interest as yet in any quarter, is 
that our National Association provide a quantity of at- 
tractive ribbons which would be given as an award for 
merit in type, directly from the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. These would be awarded to all ani- 
mals, which, in the opinion of the judge, deserved to have 
such recognition. At the larger shows, it might include 
all of the animals which the judge sorted out for prize 
money consideration. In any event, it would not add 
seriously to the burden of the judging and we believe 
that a simple, inexpensive award of that nature would 
be valued by the breeder receiving it as tangible evidence 
that he had brought out during that year something worthy 
of recognition by the National Association. It might not 
be as encouraging as a cash award, but it would give these 
breeders something to display as an advertisement for 
their herd long after the prize money would have been 
spent and forgotten. No fixed number would be awarded 
but just as many or as few animals would receive this 
recognition as were deserving of it. 

Have we over-estimated the valuation which breeders 
would give to merit awards of this nature? Let us hear 
from some of you show men on this subject.

But some smart bozo is likely to 
come along and hold a Universal Sale, and then 
where’ll they be? I asks you again, where’ll they 
be?

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Stevens’ International Sale Totals $45,000 © 
Detroit Creamery Pays $1900 For Top Bull 


HE International Breeders Sale, held at Syracuse, 
New York, December 7 and 8, under the management 
of Ward and Ralph Stevens, proved to be a generally 

satisfactory event, and should prove a definite stimulus to 
the industry in New York State. Two hundred head, ex- 
clusive of young calves not catalogued brought a total of 
$45,225, or a general average for the sale of $227. There 
was a relatively small proportion of high record individ- 
uals or high record backing in the sale, but altogether it 
was the most useful lot of cattle assembled for sale in 
New York State in years. The dairy quality and type 
shown by a large proportion of the offerings was a tribute 
to the care and skill of the sale management in selecting 
them. The attendance was very good throughout both 
days of the sale and the buyers were widely scattered. 
Although the bulk of the animals stayed in New York 
State, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Maryland and Massa- 
chusetts were well represented in the buying column, 
with several head going to Utah and the top bull to Mich- 
igan. While rather conservative values were set on the 
better class of animals, as compared with the prices paid 
for good heavy producing individuals of plainer breed- 
ing, the general tone of the sale was considered very en- 
couraging. Cows soon due to freshen sold to very great 
advantage as compared with late freshening cows, of 
which there were only a few in the sale and anything as 
old as eight years, also, seemed to be discounted quite 
severely. The shortage of serviceable bulls in New York 
State was reflected in the prices paid for aniraals of this 
class, animals of attractive type with record backing being 
much sought after at fair price levels. A few bulls not 
ready for service before spring sold at a discount as the 
buyers in most cases seemed to want something to go 
into immediate service. 

The top price of the sale was $1,900 for the seven- 
months’ old bull calf out of Maggie Calamity Hartog, 
Canadian champion four-year-old for both milk and fat in 
yearly work. This young bull wag consigned by W. C. 
Houck & Sons, Chippawa, Ontario. The dam is not only 
an outstanding producer but is also a model of type and 
is by a bull of the famous Calamity Snow breeding out 
of a line-bred Posch dam. The sire of the calf is from 
Annie Wayne Princess Posch, a 1,272-lb. sister to the 
famous Jemima, while the sire’s sire, Winterthur Bess 
Ormsby Boast, is a son of King of the Ormsbys and Bess 
Johanna Ormsby, his three nearest dams thus being all 
cows with record above 1,000 lbs. butterfat. The qual- 
ity and breeding of this calf were appreciated by a num- 
ber of bidders and it was only after a spirited contest 
that J. E. McWilliams secured him for Detroit Creamery 
Farms, Mt. Clemens, Michigan. He should prove to be 
an excellent junior sire at this famous institution. Only 
one other animal went into four figures, this being Triune 
Butter boy, another seven months’ old calf sired by Triune 
Ormsby Piebe, and out of Rose De Kol Wayne Butter 
Boy 3d, she one of the high record daughter of King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, and the famous foundation dam, 
Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy. The eight nearest year- 
ly record dams of this young bull, including the two-year- 
old record of his own dam, average 1,194.04 lbs. butter, 
with an average test of 3.71%, and the dam is now com- 
pleting a record of about 1,100 lbs. butter. He was con- 
signed by Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa, and pur- 
chased by Kerrick, Arnold, Chaffee and Pruyne, of Ulster, 
Pennsylvania, at an even $1,000. The top female was 
Mercedes Pontiac Waconda 2d, a member of the Yates 
Farms consignment. She had recently finished a 30-lb. 
record as a four-year-old, completing four generations 
above 30 lbs., and was a real bargain at $625. The pur- 
chasers were Kingsford Farms, Oswego, New /York. 
Kingsford Farms also secured three other good founda- 
tion animals, taking Tensen Teake Abbekerk at $330 from 
the Haley & Lee consignment. This heifer was second 
prize junior yearling at the National Dairy Show. being 
beaten only by the heifer that received All-American 
designation in this class. Summit View Lady Lyons, a 
900-lb. granddaughter of Judge Lyons from McLaury 
Brothers, Portlandville, New York, was another of the 
purchases by Kingsford Farms at $410, the fourth ani-

record. The eleven nearest dams of this bull will ayer.

record, so that this youngster at $510 represented a 
lower price than Hargrove & Arnold have usually found 
it necessary to take for this class of breeding. The pur. 
chasers were the Phoenix Holstein-Friesian Breeders 
Club, H. W. Hess, secretary. One other animal reached 
the $500 mark, this being the young bull, Eco-Sylv King 
Colantha, consigned by H. Lynn of Prescott, Ontario, 
representing generations of Avondale breeding on both 
sides. The purchaser was V. Schneible & Sons, Rome, 
New York, at $500. John M. Dewey, Turin, New York, 
secured a nine months’ old show son of Count Korndyke 
Posch out of one of the good daughters of Count Pay] 
Posch, consigned by Yates Farms at $400. This youngster 
should be heard from on the show circuit later on. One 
of the best bargains in the bull line in the sale was a 
young son of Count Paul Echo Posch, consigned by Yates 
Farm, out of a 933-lb. three-year-old daughter of an 1,122- 
lb. member of the Yates show herd, purchased by A. T. 
Blount & Son, Lacona, New York, for $360. Mr. Yates 
picked up a few bargains in the sale, his purchases in- 
cluding C. V. Calamity Toitilla, one of the famous show 
winners from the J. W. Innes herd at $300, and the cow, 
White Wood De Kol Jewel, consigned by G. B. Eckert, 
LaFargeville, N. Y., at $310. This cow was picked out 
by several prominent judges as one of the greatest dairy 
prospects in the whole sale. Mr. Yates also paid $470 
for Queen Posch Artis, the last remaining daughter of 
Count Paul Posch in Canada, consigned by James Jack- 
son, of Norwich, Ont. Another real bargain was Pauline 
Banostine Ormsby, in the consignment of Haley & Lee, 
Springford, Ontario. She was first prize dry two-year-old 
at the Canadian Royal and was just ready to freshen. 
The price of $400 at which M .E. Basehdéar, of Littlestown, 
Pennsylvania, secured her did not represent full value. 
Mr. Basehoar purchased a number of other good ones in 
the sale, including Triune Miss Van Betta from the Har- 
grove & Arnold consignment, at $430. This calf, which was 
well up in the money in the calf class at the Nationa] Dairy 
Show this year and elsewhere about the circuit, is sired 
by Triune Ormsby Piebe, and out of a 30-lb. four-year-old 
dam now heading for an 1,100-lb. yearly record. The 
second and third dams both have over 900 Ibs. and the 
dam’s sire is King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, making a de- 
sirable combination.

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LEAGUE’S NOVEMBER POOL 
PRICE HIGH 
G. W. Slocum president of the 


Dairymen’s League Cooperative Asso- 
ciation, Inc., announces that members 
of that Association will receive a net 
pool price for their November milk 
which has been surpassed only once 
in the history of the pooling plan. 

The basic net pool price for Novem- 
per 3.5 milk is $2.72 per 100 pounds, 
an increase of 14 cents over the 
October return of $2.58, and eleven 
cents higher than the November 1925 
price. 

Last month’s return is 26 cents 
higher than that of November 1924 
and 19 cents above the November 
1923 quotation. The November 1922 
price is mounted by five and a half 
cents, and that of 1921 by ten cents. 
Only in the month of December 1922 
was a higher price returned to the 
producers. 

Mr. Slocum explained that’ the 
high November price was due in part 
to the fact that a larger percentage 
of the total amount of milk handled 
by the Association was sold in the 
Class 1 and 2 markets. Another 
factor in the increase was the ten 
cents per 100 pounds increase on 
Class 2, which went into. effect 
November. 1, although prices on 
other classes of milk were not in- 
creased.

owned by C. E. Griffith of Oklahoma. In the junior year- 
ling class, Forum Patricia, a daughter of the Reserve All- 
American three-year-old bull and a winner at Waterloo 
and elsewhere over an extensive circuit, was selected 
for Reserve honor. Her sister Forum Vesta Diamond 
ranked close to her. Another heifer considered in this 
class was Diana Fayne Triune Ormsby owned by A. J. 
King, of Missouri. In the heifer calf class there was 
nothing to it but Triune Papoose Piebe, junior champion 
at the National, Waterloo, the Sesqui, etc. She was 
characterized by the Committee as one of the greatest 
heifer calves brought out within the past ten years. Other 
good calves with creditable records were Forum Josie 
Ormsby, another daughter of the Reserve All-Americen 
three-year-old, Forum Patriarch, and Pabst Fashionable 
Lady, a Creator daughter with the Pabst herd. 

The Get of Sire class presented considerable of a prob- 
lem between the group by King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 
shown at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and the Get 
which won for Creator over the strong circuit which they 
made. Careful comparison, animal by animal, however, 
made the K. P. O. P. Get unanimous first choice of the 
Committee with Reserve honors for the Creator Get. The 
Creator Get was remarkable for its uniformity and out- 
classed any combination put together except this one 
K. P. O. P. group shown at Waterloo made up of animals 
from three different owners. The Produce of Dam class 
presented no serious contender to challenge this honor 
for the two mature sons of Alice De Kol Hengerveld Pon- 
tiac.

THE MILLER HERD TODAY 


The present day Kriemhild Herd is a very satisfactory example of the value of careful breeding and se- 
lection. Few herds of its size can show as many or as large a proportion of really desirable, heavy producing + 
cows. No official testing has been done in this herd, although recently a member of the herd was put on four- 
times-a-day milking and feeding, quickly going up to 102.5 Ibs. milk and making unofficially in 7 days 30.59 Ibs. 
butter. In Cow Testing Association work, the herd is rendering a splendid account of itself. Although kept un- 
der just ordinary farm conditions, leaders among the 12,000 cows on test in the state have been brought out on 
numerous occasions. Several individuals in the herd will have upwards of 16,000 Ibs. milk to their credit during 
the present year. 


The present senior herd sire is Dutchland Creamelle Emperor Paul (see illustration below). He is a son of 
Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad, from one of the good daugnters of Colantha Johanna Lad, a noteworthy 
combination. On his dam’s side he also traces directly to the original lines of breeding. This bull is getting 
an unusually fine, straight lot of calves—in fact Mr. Miller states that they rank with anything he has ever 
bred during all his years of Holstein activity. The cther herd sire is Kriemhild King Sylvia Matador, a bull of 
Mr. Miller’s breeding. His sire is King Sylvia Matador Colantha, a bull of Carnation breeding, tracing 212 times 
to Miller lines, and out of a daughter of Johanna Pledge Pet, who recently milked over 100 Ibs. in a day in 
this herd.

The Wisconsin State Fair Holstein show this year 
broke all records for numbers with a total of 713 head.

They came 
from 189 exhibitors from thirty-one counties in the state, 
four exhibitors from outside the state showing fifty-four 
head. The quality of this show was in keeping with its 
size and is a great demonstration of the interest in the 
show ring on the part of Wisconsin breeders and their 
belief in its value to them. The county herd idea is at 
the base of this great showing, the policy of the Wiscon- 
sin State Fair being to give every county herd exhibited 
a rebate based upon the number of miles it traveled to 
the show, in addition to the prizes offered for the winning 
groups. Carnation Milk Farms were the heaviest winners, 
taking seven blue ribbons and five reds; Pabst Holstein 
Farms making the next best showing with four blues and 
three reds. This show marked the first appearance ‘of the 
two animals that were to win the National grand cham- 
pionships and All-American honors later on in Hollyhock 
Piebe Fobes, the four-year-old daughter of Sir Bess

the Waukesha County syndicate. Minnesota Holstein 
Company had junior champion female in May Walker 
Inka Segis, later made All-American senior yearling, and 
Joe Piek took junior champion male with a yearling son 
of that former champion of his, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst.

It 
was largely an Illinois show, therefore, and was a credit 
to the breeders of the state. Rasmussen had grand cham- 
pion cow in Colantha Hark Delaphene, Rock River win- 
ning the male grand championship with Rock River Sir 
Johanna Hengerveld. Rock River also had the junior 
champion female in Rock River Star Wera, the Johnson 
Piano Company taking junior champion male with Hoesley 
Sarcastic Joe Homestead, a son of North Star Joe Home- 
stead.

The Holstein show at Missouri State Fair started the 
grand circuit of the fall show season with a record break- 
ing show made up of close to a dozen complete or nearly 
complete show strings from seven different states. The 
leading honors were divided among Billiwhack Stock 
Farm of California, Hargrove & Arnold and Forum Hol- 
stein Farms of Iowa, with Minnesota Holstein Company of 
Minnesota, A. J. King of Kansas City, C. E. Griffith of 
Oklahoma and Iowana Farms of Iowa breaking in con- 
sistently at or near the top. There were about one 
hundred fifty head of this breed in the show, or more 
than any other two dairy breeds combined. The prizes in 
number and amount were not adequate for the strength of 
the show. Grand championship for males went to the 
junior yearling, Billy Homestead De Kol, of the Billiwhack 
herd, the senior award going to Forum Patriarch. Billi- 
whack also had the senior and grand champion female in 
their great three-year-old, Miss Tritomia Fobes Walker, 
while Larsen had the junior champion female in his great 
yearling, Forum Diana Masterpiece.

This show marked the first win of the year for Model 
Segis Prilly Gelsche, grand old Billiwhack cow, who con- 
tinued from then on undefeated in class to win All- 
American honors. Rasmussen was forced to take second 
with his great cow, Colantha Hark Delaphene. In the 
three-year-old class, Carnation Pauline Matador placed 
above Miss Tritomia Fobes Walker, the only defeat for 
the last mentioned. May Walker Inka Segis, the daughter 
of May Walker Ollie Homestead, owned by Minnesota 
Holstein Company, was junior champion female. The 
Get of Sir Inka May won first in the Get of Sire class. 
The placings were made by Prof. H. H. Kildee. 
Michigan 
With the National Dairy Show in the offing, Michigan 
breeders put on a much better Holstein show this year 
than last, over 250 head being on exhibition in addition 
to the calf club entries. These included 153 head shown 
in the open classes and about one hundred head from 
the Michigan State Institutions, which competed in a 
special classification. The Pabst Holstein Farms and 
Hargrove & Arnold show herds made the going rather 
rough for the Michigan cattle, although Michigan breeders 
this year were successful in keeping both grand cham- 
ships within their own borders. Count Paul Calamity 
Veeman, a two-year-old son of Count Paul Echo Posch, 
owned by J. B. Jones was senior and grand champion 
male, and Lady Boon Jewel Fayne, a 35-lb. cow from the 
Detroit Creamery Farms herd, won a well deserved grand 
championship for the females. Pabst was the heaviest 
winner, however, with eight first prizes, five seconds, and 
three thirds, and the junior champion male, he being also 
reserve grand champion. This was won by Pabst Perfection, 
a full brother to Pabst American Beauty. Hargrove & 
Arnold had two firsts and five seconds as well as junior 
championship on their great calf, Triune Papoose Piebe. 
The Creator Get added another to its unbroken string 
of victories in the Get of Sire class. Four Michigan 
exhibitors broke into the first prize money string, these 
being Lakefield Farms who took first in the aged class 
on their senior herd sire, Count Veeman Segis Piebe, and 
first and reserve junior championship on their junior herd 
sire, Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 34th; J. F. Berkheimer, who 
had two firsts also to his credit in addition to the exhib- 
itors mentioned as having one grand championship. Bob 
Haeger officiated as judge. 
Ohio 
Numbers were down considerably at Ohio State Fair 
this year owing to the conflict in dates for that week, 
there being but 139 head actually appearing in the indi- 
vidual classes. The quality of the tops, however, was 
excellent throughout, the out-of-state herds of Hargrove 
& Arnold of Iowa, Billiwhack Stock Farm of California, 
Echo Farm of Kentucky and Elmer Frazier of Indiana 
meeting worthwhile competition from Rieck Certified 
Dairy Farms, Karl Nims, Ralph King Estate, and others 
from Ohio. Hargrove & Arnold were the heaviest win- 
ners with seven blues, five reds, and both junior champion- 
ships. Billiwhack, however, did nearly as well with six 
firsts, three seconds and one senior and grand champion- 
ship. This grand championship was taken by their four- 
year-old, Jennie De Kol Segis Walker, all contestants for 
the senior honor coming from the Billiwhack herd. 
Junior championship was a K. P. O. P. contest, all of the 
first prize winning juniors being granddaughters of that 
bull. The honor finally went to the sensational heifer 
calf, Triune Papoose Piebe, from the Hargrove & Arnold 
string. Hargrove & Arnold also took junior champion 
male with Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th, a son of Triune. 
Grand champion bull was Lyons Mutual Burke, a 
Kentucky entry from Echo Farm. The Rieck Certified 
Dairy Farms made a very good showing for their first 
season in the show ring with three firsts and a goodly 
number of lesser prizes. The Get of Triune Ormsby 
Piebe won in the Get of Sire class. The awards were 
made by Axel Hansen, of Minnesota. 
New York 
The Holstein show at New York also suffered from the 
conflict in dates which cut down the number of cattle 
from outside the state, the only two out-of-state entries 
being the Baker and Knowles strings from New England. 
The total shown was only 126 although the quality was 
excellent. Yates Farms, of New York, were the heaviest 
winners, taking both grand championships, along with 
thirteen first prizes, with first and second in many classes 
including the Get of Sire. Count Paul Echo Posch, 
senior herd sire at Yates Farms, was easily the grand 
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champion bull, and the four-year-old from this herd, 
Faforit Pontiac Echo, was made grand champion female 
after a very serious battle in class with the Craeg Manor 
Farm entry, Princess Mercena Pontiac Echo. Junior male 
championship went to Duke Pearl Asiatic, the Knowles 
senior yearling that later was selected for All-American 
honors, while the junior champion female was Rose De 
Kol Wayne Butter Boy 4th, a Hargrove & Arnold bred 
heifer owned by Baker Farm of New Hampshire. A 
feature of the show was the 72-hour butterfat contest 
with a $1,000 silver cup and $100 in prize money as the 
incentive. The Milking Shorthorn breeders had _ been 
pointing for this contest, the cup having been offered by 
one of their number, but the Yates entry, K. M. D. K. g. 
Colantha won it handily. The Holstein awards were made 
by Ward W. Stevens. 


Maryland 


Holsteins from outside the state made up a large 
proportion of the 139 entries at this year’s Maryland show, 
the heaviest winners being Yates Farms of New York, 
Baker Farm of New Hampshire, Rieck Certified Dairy, 
Karl Nims, Paul McNish, Pinery Farms and others from 
Ohio, the Brentwood and Robertson herds from Pennsyl- 
vania, and the Overbrook Herd of New Jersey, leaving 
the home defense largely on the shoulders of Mountain 
View Farms of Maryland. Yates was the premier ex- 
hibitor his pair of New York State champions, Count Paul 
Echo Posch and Faforit Pontiac Echo, repeating those 
honors in this show. Friend Piebe 3rd, from the Rieck 
Farms herd, was junior champion male, while Rose De Kol 
Wayne Butter Boy 4th, in the Baker herd, was junior 
champion female here again. The Get of Count Paul 
Posch won for Yates, this herd accounting for eight blues, 
five seconds in this strong show. Baker had four firsts 
and five seconds, Ward Stevens, of New York, judged 
the Holstein classes. 


Trenton Inter-State Fair 


The added attraction of the Sesquicentennial and the 
condition of the eastern market for Holsteins combined 
to attract more than the usual number of western ex- 
hibitors to the eastern circuit this year. Thus the 139 
Holsteins shown at the Trenton State Fair included such 
outstanding herds from other states as Carnation Milk 
Farms of Washington, Pabst Holstein Farms of Wisconsin, 
Minnesota Holstein Company of Minnesota, Yates Farms 
of New York, the Rieck, Nims and Pinery herds from 
Ohio, Brentwood Farm of Pennsylvania, with Forsgate 
Farms and a number of smaller exhibitors providing 
the home state representation. Carnation took both bull 
championships, senior and grand going to their aged bull, 
Prince Cornucopia Tobe Pontiac, and the junior cham- 
pionship going to Prince Tobe Johanna Beets, a maternal 
brother. Carnation also had the senior and grand cham- 
pion female in their two-year-old heifer, Canary Posch 
Dewdrop, who was just ready to freshen and appearing 
in the best form of the entire season. Minnesota 
Holstein Company had the junior champion female in 
their great yearling, May Walker Inka Segis. Pabst and 
Carnation each accounted for six blue ribbons in the show, 
the Creator Get continuing its unbroken string of victories 
in the Get of Sir class with the Get of King Segis 
Alcartra Prilly in second place. Ward Stevens made the 
awards. 

Brockton Fair Dairy Show 

Pabst Holstein Farms, Baker Farm of New Hampshire, 
and the Ohio combination of Rieck, Nims and Pinery 
Farms took all but three of the blue ribbons in the open 
classes of the show away from the Massachusetts ex- 
hibitors, although half the championships stayed in the 
state. Pabst had the senior and grand champion female 
in Pabst American Beauty, famous All-American yearling 
of last year and showing in two-year-old form. Kink 
Ona Jolie Fayne, a three-year-old bull owned by the Rieck 
Certified Dairy Farms, that has been consistently up in 
the money all season, was the senior champion, although 
grand championship went to the great yearling, Duke 
Pearl Asiatic, from the Knowles string, and Knowles also 
had the junior champion female in a sister of this bull, 
Highlawn Sylvia Cornucopia. Pabst was the premier 
exhibitor with ten first prizes in addition to the grand 
championship. Dutchland Farms made a good showing 
among the local exhibitors, winning eighteen prizes on 
fifteen head, including first place in a strong heifer calf 
class on the youngest daughter of Dutchland Colantha 
Denver. The awards were made by L. V. Wilson, of 
Minnesota.

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North Dakota 

The two North Dakota fairs at Fargo and Grand Forks, 
coming in July, are preliminary to the regular season, 
but usually form a try-out for some of the herds that are 
heard from strongly later in the year. Such was the case 
this year, the competition being made up principally from 
the herds of F. E. Murphy of Minnesota, Ringling Ranch 
of Montana and J. D. Bacon of North Dakota. At Fargo, 
the Murphy herd was the leading winner, taking eight 
blues and grand championship on their bull, Minnehaha 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby. Ringling took grand championship 
on their great 1,100-lb. cow, Alcartra Johanna De Kol 
Burke 6th, while the junior champion male was owned by 
Bacon in the yearling, Walsh Ormsby Wayne Pontiac. 
Carston Madsen, of North Dakota, with a calf club entry, 
had the junior champion female, this being Triune Sunny 
Lady Piebe, a daughter of Triune Ormsby Piebe. 


The awards at Grand Forks the following week were 
very similar to those at Fargo, all championships being 
placed exactly the same way. 


South Dakota 


The Holstein show at South Dakota this year was 
considered the best balanced show in the history of that 
fair, although the Holstein numbers were not quite equal 
to last year. The various state institutions, as always, 
put up a good show, the principle out-of-state competi- 
tion coming from the herds of H. O. Larsen’s Forum 
Holstein Farms, Femco Farms and Grahamholm Farm of 
Minnesota. Larsen was the leading winner, taking senior 
and grand championship on his' three-year-old Forum 
Patriarch, over the Murphy bull, Minnehaha Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby, and junior championship on his daughter, the 
heifer calf, Forum Josie Ormsby. He also had first place 
in three other individual classes and led in all of the 
groups. Murphy had the grand champion cow in De Kol 
Clothilde Monona, purchased of J. B. Irwin right after the 
Minnesota State Fair where she was grand champion, and 
his bull, Femco Pride, was junior champion male. L. V. 
Wilson, of Minnesota, made the awards. 


Nebraska 


Fourteen exhibitors from eight states made up an 
unusually strong Holstein show at Lincoln this year. C. 
E. Griffith of Oklahoma had both grand champions, his 
aged bull, Sir Johanna Bess Segis, a son of Piebe Laura 
Ollie Homestead King, being grand champion male, and 
Grahamholm Hazel Colantha, a senior yearling daughter 
of Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad that won All-Ameri- 
can honors last year as a calf, being junior and grand 
champion female. Woodlawn Dairy, of Lincoln, had the 
junior champion bull in their yearling, Prince Klaver Syl- 
via Waldorf, who was also a strong contender for grand 
championship. The Iowa State Board of Control won 
senior championship with their aged cow, Prilly Home- 
stead Gerben. Other exhibitors prominent in winnings 
were A. J. King of Missouri, Ringling Ranch of Montana, 
John W. Logan & Son of Illinois, Modern Woodmen of 
Colorado, and others. Glenn Davis, of Missouri, served 
as judge. 

The Kansas Free Fair 

Holsteins from four states, including ten leading 
Kansas herds, competed here under Judge Axel Hansen. 
C. E. Griffith, of Oklahoma, was most successful, particu- 
larly in the female classes, taking senior and grand cham- 
pionship in Zwingara Clothilde Creamelle, a daughter of 
the 1924 All-American aged cow, and junior champion- 
ship on Grahamholm Hazel Colantha, last year’s All- 
American calf. His entries won first in all the female 
classes except two, these being taken by entries of A. J. 
King, of Missouri, who also made a good showing through- 
out. Ira Remig & Sons, of Topeka, took grand champion- 
ship for mz.es with their aged bull, Count College Cornu- 
copia, junior championship going to Silver Crest Farm 
of Kansas on their senior yearling bull, Union Pontiac 
Homestead. 

Kansas State Fair 

The State Fair show at Hutchinson was creditable, 
although down somewhat in numbers from the show at 
Topeka the preceding week. The competition was fur- 
nished by six Kansas herds with one each from Oklahoma 
and Missouri. As at Topeka, the Griffith and King herds 
were the heaviest winners, and the championships all 
went to the same herds, although another Griffith cow, 
Piebe Segis Pontiac Ollie, was grand champion, Graham- 
holm Hazel Colantha, of the same herd, being junior 
champion, and with the same male championships. Prof. 
O. E. Reed, of Michigan, made the awards. 
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The Kansas National 
Holsteins are the only dairy breed having classif- 
cation at the Kansas National Show at Wichita. This 
year’s exhibit came from eighteen breeders, all being from 
Kansas except the Larsen herd from Iowa and the Griffith 
herd from Oklahoma. Forum Farm Larsen was the lead- 
ing winner with ten firsts, although their great three- 
year-old, Forum Patriarch, was beaten for the champion- 
ship honors by the two-year-old, Canary Paul Anna Home- 
stead from the Griffith herd. Forum Patricia, a daughter 
of Forum Patriarch, in the junior yearling class, wags 
junior champion, the other two championships being won 
locally. The junior champion bull, Sir Triune Prilly Piebe, 
was a yearling owned by George Regier, and the grand 
champion cow was Riverside Bessie Pietertje from the 
small herd of Finley Sims, of Wichita. The awards were 
made by W. S. Moscrip. 
The American Royal 
The Holstein exhibit at this second year for dairy 
cattle at the American Royal Live Stock show did not 
measure up to the standard of the first year’s show last 
year. The principal competition came from the herds 
of Forum Holstein Farms, Dike, Iowa, and Femco Farm 
of Breckenridge, Minnesota, Forum Farms taking seven 
blue ribbons and half the championships, while Femco 
Farms entries accounted for five blues and the other 
half of the championships. Forum Farms had the grand 
champion bull in their three-year-old, Forum Patriarch, 
his daughter, Forum Josie Ormsby, being junior champion 
female, while Femco Farm had the junior champion 
bull in Femco Pride, and senior and grand champion cow 
in De Kol Clothilde Monona. Prof. J. B. Fitch, of Kansas, 
made the awards. 
Oklahoma Free Fair 
Forum Farms of Iowa, A. J. King of Missouri, C. E. Grif- 
fith, of Oklahoma, staged a battle royal at this good South- 
western fair. Forum Holstein Farms had both the grand 
champions, Forum Patriarch heading the males and 
Forum Pontiac Queen, winner of the aged cow class, lead- 
ing the female section. King had both junior champions, 
his bull calf, Prince Aralia Triune Ormsby, being adjudged 
the best of the junior bulls, and his junior yearling heifer, 
Diona Fayne Ormsby, getting the junior purple for females. 
Aside from the championship honors, King had _ seven 
blues, Forum five and Griffith three. 


Oklahoma State Fair 

Competition at Oklahoma State Fair, Oklahoma City, 
was much the same as at the Free Fair at Muskogee, 
except that the strong herd of Forum Holstein Farms 
was not present. Honors were pretty well divided be- 
tween C. E. Griffith of Oklahoma and A. J. King of 
Missouri, with R. G. Leonard, of Oklahoma, breaking into 
the top positions occasionally. Griffith had three of the 
four champions, his aged bull, Sir Johanna Bess Segis, 
being grand champion male; his’ three-year-old heifer, 
Aaggie Buckeye Beauty 2d, being senior champion and 
Grahamholm Hazel Colantha, his senior yearling, being 
junior and grand champion. King had the junior cham- 
pion bull in Prince Berylwood Echo Prilly, a bull calf. 
King and Griffith had seven blue ribbons each, and 
Leonard two. Glenn Davis, of Missouri, placed the 
ribbons. 

State Fair of Texas 

This show was principally a contest between Forum 
Holstein Farms of Iowa, and C. E. Griffith of Oklahoma, 
the four Texas exhibitors taking what was left. Forum 
had all the championships in this show, adding another 
to the list of grand championships for Forum Patriarch, 
and junior male championship going to his young son, 
Forum Don Ormsby, a junior calf. Forum Pontiac Queen, 
after winning the aged cow class over the Griffith entry, 
Zwingara Clothilde Creamelle, came through to senior and 
grand championship, While Forum Stylist Madison, a 
daughter of Forum Patriarch, heading the senior calf class, 
took the junior female championship. Forum Holstein 
Farm had twelve blue ribbons in addition to the cham- 
pionships, Griffith taking six blues, and Flowerdale Farm 
of Texas, one. W. W. Standish, of Ohio, made the awards. 

Kentucky 

Echo Farm of Kentucky and R. V. Rasmussen of 
Illinois were the leading winners at the Kentucky State 
Fair. Echo Farm had the grand champion bull in Lyons 
Mutual Burke, and the heifer calf, Echo Segis Dorothy 
Betty, from the same herd was junior champion female. 
Rasmussen had senior and grand champion cow with 
Colantha Hark Delaphene, one of the famous winners of

A. Seward, of Yakima, took the junior male championship 
on Segis Matador Hengerveld Lad, and J. A. Folson, of 
Mt. Vernon, junior female championship on Skagit Cas- 
cade Johanna. Other prominent winners were Chaffey 
and Butchart, of Yakima; H. P. Davis of* Granger, and 
David Beardsley, of Yakima.

L. Smith, made the awards. 


Oregon 


Oregon and Washington breeders brought out a well 
balanced show of 110 head for the inspection of Judge 
John B. Irwin. F. W. Durbin & Son, of Salem, were the 
leading winners, their exhibit of sixteen head, thirteen 
of them the get of their senior herd sire, Sir Walker 
Inka Homestead, taking sixteen blue ribbons, one junior 
championship and both senior and grand championships. 
Sir Walker Inka Homestead added another grand cham- 
pionship to his growing list, and the work of his offspring 
was certainly outstanding. Lady Segis Pontiac De Kol 
Burke, from the Durbin string, was grand champion 
female and the yearling bull, Sir Inka Pietertje Home- 
stead. a son of the grand champion, was junior cham- 
pion bull. Antone Vandecoevering, who formerly had the 
famous All-American winner, Jennie De Kol Segis Wal- 
ker, as a calf club project, showed a senior yearling 
daughter of this noted animal to junior championship in 
this show. 

California 

Eight California exhibitors and one from Arizona made 
up a well balanced Holstein show but hardly up to the 
standard that California could put forward. The major 
awards were well divided, California Junior Republic taking 
another grand championship on their good bull, Republic 
Spofford Ida Lyons, while P. M. Longan of Tulare, had 


the junior champion bull in Toteco Bob Mead. Miller 
Cattle Company showed Edenvale Pearl Ormsby, a 
daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 4ist, to 


senior grand championship, while Santa Monica Dairy 
Company of Venice had the junior champion in Edgemar 
Veeman. These four exhibitors accounted for all the 
blue ribbons in the show. Prof. F. W. Atkeson, of Idaho, 
judged the classes. 
The Pacific Slope Dairy Show 

This rapidly developing show staged a good exhibit 
of California Holsteins this year, F. F. Pellissier, of 
Whittier, taking both grand championships. The male 
championship was won on his junior yearling bull, Pansco 
Brudorin, and his aged cow, Fair Oaks De Vries Nellie, a 
former champion from the Billiwhack herd, headed the 
female section. King Piebe 41st, a son of King Piebe 
from the same dam as the All-American heifer calf of 
1926, was first prize two-year-old and senior champion 
male, while junior championship for females went to 
Miss Mutual Rose Piebe, owned by Stenzel Farms, she 
being a junior yearling daughter of their herd sire, K. P. 
O. P. 39th, and out of the 1260-lb. daughter of Rose De 
Kol Wayne Butter Boy. Prof. E. V. Ellington, of Wash- 
ington, made the awards. 


THE CANADIAN FAIRS 


The Canadian National Exhibition 


This is conceded to be the greatest annual fair in 
North Americe with attendance running up over 1,500,000 
for the two weeks it runs. As at all Canadian fairs, the 
live stock exhibits are a big feature and Holsteins, as 
usual, made the big show at Toronto. The quality 
measured fully up to other years. Mount Victoria Farms, 
of Quebec, brought out both grand champions, their herd 
sire, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, who sold for $15,000 in 
Clark’s Classic last spring, continuing his unbeaten show 
ring career, took grand championship in the male section, 
while their great 1326-lb. cow, ‘Oakhurst Colantha Abbe- 
kerk, later selected as Reserve All-American aged cow, 
was an easy winner of grand championship among the 
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females. The great junior yearling, C. VV. Alecartra 
Teitilla Ormsby owned by J. W. Innes & Son of Ontario, 
was junior champion. This heifer was later selected for 
All-American recognition in this class. Junior champion 
male was Ivan Burke, a son of that famous All-American 
winner of other years, Sir Francy Mercena Burke. This 
young bull is owned by T. O. Dolson of Ontario. The 
leading winners were Monut Victoria Farms, Innes & Son, 
Raymondale Farm of Quebec, and Haley & Lee of Ontario, 
with other breeders of Ontario breaking consistently into 
the high places of the show. Three different daughters of 
the Yates herd sire, Count Paul Echo Posch, took first 
prizes in their classes. The judging was done by P. H, 
Moore of British Columbia. 
The Royal Winter Fair 

The fifth annual Royal Winter Fair at Toronto main- 
tained its position as the leading live stock show of the 
Dominion. The Holstein show was not quite as large 
as at the Canadian National Exhibition, 169 head being 
exhibited, but the average quality perhaps was some- 
what higher. The championships were placed largely 
as at the C. N. E., Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and Oak- 
hurst Colantha Abbekerk repeating their grand champion- 
ship honors for Mount Victoria Farms, while Ivan Burke, 
the Dolson yearling son of Sir Francy Mercena Burke, 
was junior champion here. Judge Rettie put up a dif- 
ferent animal, however, for junior champion female, al- 
though giving C. V. Alcartra Toitilla Ormsby first in the 
junior yearling class, and placed the junior champion 
honor on her stablemate, a senior yearling, Aaggie 
Sylvia 3d. She is a daughter of the 1922 National grand 
champion, Aaggie Sylvia, and a maternal sister to the 
Innes two-year-old bull, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, who was 
reserve grand champion in this show, and undefeated at 
ten leading Canadian fairs of this year. A new Star ap- 
peared in the dry cow class which was won by Bell 
Schuiling Leigh, owned by J. B. Jackson, Ltd. She was 
made reserve grand champion female of the_ show. 
Arbogast Brothers won the Get of Sire class with four 
mature daughters of their former herd sire, Dutchland 
Pontiac Colantha, a full brother to the Grahamholm 
bull. In five years, this Royal Winter Fair has become 
the great national live stock show of Canada. 

Central Canada Exhibition 

This splendidly run fair at Ottawa has added con- 
siderably to its plant equipment during the past 
year. The Holstein show, partly as a reaction from the 
unusually big show of the year before, was down ccnsider- 
ably in numbers this year with only eighty-three Holsteins 
exhibited. These came principally from the herds of 
Mount Victoria Farms and Raymondale Farm of Quebec, 
Arbogast Bros., Oliver Bros., and D. Smith & Son of 
Ontario. The two Quebec herds were the heaviest winners, 
Mount Victoria Farms having both grand champions, the 
same pair that won at the two Toronto shows, while 
Raymondale dominated the younger female classes hav- 
ing all of the contenders for junior championship honors, 
which were finally awarded to the great yearling, Abegweit 
Plura. Levi Leeming & Sons of Ontario had the junior 
champion bull in Sir Het Burke of Crystal Spring, a son 
of Sir Francy Mercena Burke. Arbogast Brothers won 
the Get of Sire class with the mature group of daughters 
by Dutchland Pontiac Colantha. D. C. Platt placed the 
ribbons. 

Ottawa Winter Fair 

Numbers in all the dairy breeds were down considerably 
at this show because of the adoption of a new and 
drastic requirements, requiring that all animals eligible 
for dairy classes should have qualified in the Advanced 
Registry for production, and only animals from accredited 
herds or herds under federal supervision for tuberculosis 
allowed to enter. The Holstein exhibit was made up al- 
most entirely of entries from Mount Victoria Farms and 
Raymondale Farm of Quebec. The great pair of mature 
animals, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and Oakhurst Colantha 
Abbekerk, from Mount Victoria Farms, continued their 
grand championship winnings, and Mount Victoria also 
had both junior champions, the bull being Mantel Count 
of Hudson, a recent addition to their herd, and the junior 
champion female was Montvic Daisy Posch, first prize 
senior heifer calf. The first prize ribbons, however, in 
the individual classes were evenly divided, each of these 
two exhibitors winning seven. R. J. Kelley, of Ontario, 
judged the classes.

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This is an infectious disease which 
causes characteristic sores on _ the 
udder and teats. Tenderness and 
redness of the teats are first noticed. 
which is followed by eruption of 
grayish-red nodules. A_ vesicle or 
blister forms in the center of the 
nodule in about 10 days and in an- 
other 3 days the blister breaks, dis- 
charges a yellowish serum, and then 
& scab forms. 

Treatment consists of healing the 
sores left by the blisters. Zinc oint- 
ment is a very good remedy, acting 
not only as a disinfectant but also 
keeping the affected parts soft, thus 
preventing cracking and bleeding. 
Since this disease 1s commonly 
carried from one cow to another by 
the milkers, the affected animal or 
animals should be milked last; and, 
as a further safeguard, the hands 


each cow in the herd. 


Foul Foot 

This trouble is experienced in many 
herds. It is thought to be most 
frequently caused by infection from 
stable filth while standing in wet, 
dirty places, or from foreign matter 
becoming wedged between the claws, 
The hind feet are most likely to be 
affected. The animal seems to suffer 
when walking on the sore foot, and 
the region of the foot is inflamed and 
swollen. When the _ soreness has 
advanced, there may be sloughing off 
of the membrane between the claws, 
which has an offensive odor. The 
foot should be thoroughly cleaned, 
and if only slightly inflamed can be 
washed in a solution of carbolic acid, 
1 part of pure acid to 20 parts of 
water. Cresol compound (liquor cres- 
olis compositus U. S. P.), undiluted,

The animal should be 
kept in a clean, dry place. In persis- 
tent or aggravated cases, the foot 
should be washed well with the solu- 
tion and a wad of absorbent cotton 
smeared with pine tar placed in the 
cleft. This can be held in place by 
taking a strip of strong cloth, 2 inches 
wide, passing the middle between the 
claws, and then tying the ends after 
winding them above the hoof. The 
corner of a grain sack with strips 
left attached for tying makes a good 
outside bandage. 
Choke 

Choking is usually caused by a cow 
trying to swallow too large an object, 
like an apple, potato, or turnip. It 
may occasionally result from the 
collecting of soft feed into a_ ball. 
It is most likely to occur in cows 
that are greedy feeders. 

The animal stops eating, 
and saliva runs from the 
When attempting to drink, 
runs from the mouth. 
is high in the throat it may be felt 
as a lump on the left side of the 
neck. When the cause of the choke 
can be located in the throat it may 
be forced up into the mouth or 
crushed by pressing with the hand. 
A pint of raw linseed oil or olive oil 
will aid by acting as a lubricant. In 
severe cases a competent veterinarian 
should be called. 

Bloat 

Bloat may be caused by any kind 
of feed which produces indigestion 
and forms gas in the paunch. It can 
be caused by pasturing on young 
clover or alfalfa, especially with the 
dew on, or by feeding spoiled silage, 
roots, etc. The paunch is_ inflated 
most noticeably on the left side. In 
severe cases this distention may 
extend above the back. When tapped 
with the fingers the paunch gives a 
drum-like sound. When bloat is pro- 
nounced, difficulty in breathing is 
noticed. 

Exercise the animal by walking. 
If this does not help, give 2  table- 
spoonfuls of liquor cresolis compositus 
(U. S. P.), mixed with 2 quarts of 
warm water as a drench. After 
bloating has subsided, give 1 pound 
of Epsom salt in 3 pints of warm 
water as a drench. If these remedies 
are not effective, and In urgent cases 
where the gas must be allowed to es- 
cape without delay, it may be neces- 
sary to puncture the paunch. This 
is best done with a trocar and canula. 
The trocar is a sharp-pointed instru- 
ment which fits smoothly 
hollow tube called the canula, leaving 
the sharp point exposed. After insert- 
ing the trocar and canula, by a quick, 
firm thrust inward, downward, and 
forward, the trocar is pulled out and 
the canula left in the opening. This 
will allow the gas to escape. The 
paunch is punctured on the left side 
with the trocar at the center of a 
triangle formed by the last rib, the 
hip bone, and the loin. 

The animal should be fed sparingly 
on easily digested feed for several 
days after bloating has stopped, so 
that all fermenting material may pass 
out of the stomach. 


Drenching 
Medicine is usually given to cattle 
by “drenching.” This is commonly 
done by mixing the medicine with 
water and giving this by the aid of 


coughs, 
mouth. 
water

into a- 
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a long-necked bottle or drenching 
horn through the mouth. The megj. 
cine should be given slowly, to pre. 
vent choking. A _ simple drenching 
tube can be made by using an ordinary 
tin funnel with a piece of rubber hoge 

Care must be used in drenching ty 
prevent the medicine from passing 
down the animal’s windpipe to the 
lungs, causing pneumonia. In giving 
a drench the head of the animaj 
should be held in an elevated Position 
The mouth of the bottle is inserteq 
at the side of the mouth in front of 
the jaw teeth and on top of the 
tongue. If the animal coughs, the 
head should be immediately lowered 
to prevent the liquid from passing to 
the lungs. Care should also be taken 
in holding the animal, to avoid stop- 
ping breathing through the noge. 
Unless one has had _ considerable 
experience in this practice it is best 
to call a veterinarian, especially jf 
other than ordinary medicines are to 
be given. 


Nails or Wire in the Stomach 

On farms where much baled hay 
or mill feed is used many cows are 
killed as a result of sharp-pointeq 
wires or nails puncturing the wall of 
the stomach, piercing the heart, or 
setting up infection. There is one 
compartment of the stomach in which 
such material is collected and held. 
Most of it usually does no harm, but 


occasionally a _ sharp-pointed object 
reaches a vital organ with fatal 
results. 


Some farms have provided magnets 
over which all ground feed is passed. 
Pliers are used for cutting the wire 
on the baled hay instead of a hatchet 
or ax. Since the pliers sever the 
wire at one cut there is less danger 
of short pieces of wire being broken 
off and mixed with the hay. If the 
hatchet always severed the wire at 
the first stroke it would be as good 
an instrument as any for cutting the 
wire, but usually more than one 
stroke is used. 

When a cow is suffering from a 
nail or wire coming in contact with 
the heart, breathing becomes short 
and is accompanied usually by a 
gentle grunt at each respiration. The 
appetite and general health are also 
affected, and in severe cases the 
brisket may become swollen. The 
trouble is usually first noticed by 
general depression and_ refusal of 
feed. 

Operations to remove the foreign 
obects have been’ successfully _ per- 
formed by skilled veterinarians. The 
usual treatment consists in keeping 
the cow as quiet as possible and avoid- 
ing the feeding of excessive quantities 
of roughage. Violent exercise or 4 
greatly distended paunch may push 
the wire into the heart and cause 
death. Warbles 

Warbles or grubs are the larval 
stage of the heel fly. The larva is 
about one-half to 1 inch in length 
and is whitish or brown in color. The 
grubs weaken cattle, causing them 
to fall off in flesh and milk, and also 
lower the value of the hide because 
of the holes they make in it. 

Application of fly repellents during 
the summer is probably of little 
value in keeping off warble fiies. 
When the grubs appear they ‘suse 
lumps beneath the skin of the back.

They should be forced out by pressure 
beneath the lump, or may be killed 
by forcing a little ointment, consist- 
ing of 1 part of iodoform to 5 parts 
of vaseline, into the opening of the 
lump. The former method is prefer- 
able, becase it does not leave the dead 
grub beneath the skin. 
Lice 

The effects of lice are usually first 
noticed by patches of hair falling out 
around the tail-head or the withers. 
Careful examination will reveal the 
presence of lice. Unless the lice are 
killed, the animal will become thin 
and lose much of its hair. Young 
calves are especially affected. Lice 
are easily destroyed by a solution of 
standard coal-tar creosote stock dips. 
The strength of the solution as 
indicated on the container may be 
followed with safety. The dipping vat 
is the most effective means of apply- 
ing the solution, but is not recom- 
mended to be used in cold weather. 
Lice can be destroyed on valuable or 
high-producing cows by hand treat- 
ment, without resorting to the dipping 
vat. It is no great job to go over the 


‘herd with a brush and _ disinfecting 


solution. A warm day should be 
selected for the work. A compressed- 
air or other type of sprayer can be 


used successfully in applying the 
solution. 

Flies 
Flies are one of the greatest 


nuisances around a dairy. house flies 
because they contaminate the milk, 
and stable flies because they torment 
the cattle. Both are objectionable 
in that they soil the walls and equip- 
ment. House flies are not provided 
with biting mouth parts, but they may 
annoy the cattle by feeding on eye 
and other body _ secretions. Their 
food is milk, soiled feed, etc. Stable 
flies have piercing mouth parts; their 
food is blood, and for this reason 
they are not attracted by milk. These 
two kinds of flies look much alike. 
In addition to these, there are the 
small black horn flies, which are 
especially bothersome on account of 
their great numbers. 

Flies breed in filth or decomposing 
matter of various kinds, horse manure 
appearing to be the most favorable 
material for house flies, wet and 
rotting straw or other vegetation for 
stable flies, and cow manure for horn 
flies. Cleaning up, treating, or screen- 
ing their breeding places is an 
effective method of combating flies. 
This is especially true if a _ large 
area is covered, such as a whole com- 
munity. The individual farmer can 
do much to lessen the number of flies 
on his own farm, as the major part 
of them, under usual farm conditions, 
are produced there. Since flies will 
travel for miles, however, the effect- 
iveness of this method depends to 
some extent on the distance from 
other favorable breeding places. 

One of the most effective methods 
of decreasing the trouble from house 
flies is to keep all food away from 
them. See that there is no spilled 
milk for them to feed on; also that 
all soiled mangers that attract flies 
are cleaned. If there is nothing for a 
house fly to eat it will not stay around. 
Fly traps will catch a great number 
if properly baited. They will also 
attract flies into the barn, and for 
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this reason it is better to set the 
traps outside rather than inside the 
buildings. Poison made by using a 
solution of formalin and milk in the 
proportion of 3 teaspoonfuls of com- 
mercial 40 per cent formalin to 1 
pint of sweetened milk gives good 
results. In using this poison, blotting 
paper may be placed in the bottom 
of shallow pans and the paper barely 
covered with liquid. As the liquid 
dries out it should be renewed. 

Since stable flies are not attracted 
by bait of any kind, the method of 
combating them is to keep them 
away from the stock by darkening 
the stable, blanketing the cattle, or 
using some sort of fly repellent on the 
animals. No repellent has yet been 
devised that will protect the animals 
for more than a few hours. A repel- 
lent composed of the following is 
probably as effective as any: Oil of 
tar, 10 parts; cottonseed oil, 10 parts; 
and paraffin oil, 80 parts. Although 
flies worry cows considerably, the 
presence of limited numbers does not 
materially effect milk production. 

Warts on the Teats 

Sometimes warts attain sufficient 
size to interfere with milking. One 
method of removing them is to apply 
castor oli or pure olive oil after each 
milking for a week. If this treatment 
fails, the warts can be touched with 
a stick of lunar caustic and the oil 
applied after that. Long warts that 
are not too large at the base may 
be removed by tying a silk thread 
tightly around the wart near the teat 
and allowing it to remain until the 
wart drops off. 

Cracked Teats 

Sometimes a cow’s teats will chap 
in winter. The cause is exposure to 
cold when the teats are still moist. 
The remedy is to milk with dry hands 
and to see that the teats are dry 
when the cows are turned out in the 
cold. Wet miiking and the sucking 
of calves make the teats more liable 
to chap. In case cracking occurs, the 
main treatment consists in keeping 
the teats soft with applications of 
oil or salve. This will help to protect 
the teats from excessive drying and 
continued cracking. 


Kicking 
Kicking during milking is largely 
due to poor management. Many 


cows will kick when they are being 
broken to milk, and they must be 
carefully handled so that they will 
not form the habit. Sore or cracked 
teats will also cause cows to kick. 
One should never strike a cow for 
kicking. Such practice will get her 
excited and make her worse. Some 
animals must be restrained while being 
milked. This is best accomplished 
by placing a heavy strap or rope 
around the rear legs just above the 
hocks, Pass this strap arourfd one 
leg, cross between the legs, and then 
around the other, drawing them close 
together. Unless crossed in the 
middle the strap will slip down when 
the cow struggles. 
Self-Sucking 

Every dairyman has had experience 
with cows that suck themselves. 
There seems to be no satisfactory 
explanation as to why they do this.. 
To prevent the habit many devices 
and methods have been tried with

Control By Vaccination 


N an experimental study of the use of vaccine different experimenters have reported ton- 
| flicting results. The results which have thus far been obtained do not indicate in face of 

other measures properly executed that our state (Pa.) or any other is justified in advocating 
the general use in living form of the cause of this destructive disease. 


Dr. Ward Giltner reports that Huddleson of the Michigan station is doing work on which he feels 
is a culture of Bacillus Abortus Bang possessing low or no pathogenic properties when admin- 
istered to cattle in living form and at the same time possessing high antigenic properties. This 
work is experimental. However, if it should develop as a result of Huddleson’s work that the 
strain of Bacillus Bang with which he is working is not pathogenic for cattle, do we have suf- 
ficient knowledge at hand to determine whether this strain may not at some time become 
highly virulent.

One 
device may work successfully on one 
cow and fail on another. One methog 
that has been used successfully ig 
to fasten one end of a strong stick 
about 3 feet long to the ring of the 
halter, passing the stick between the 
front legs and fastening the other 
end to a ring in a strap that extends 
around the cow’s body. This device 
allows the cow to raise and lower 
her head but prevents turning her 
head toward the _ body. Muzzles 
placed over the animals’ noses, cradles 
around their necks, bits in the mouth, 
and various other methods have been 
used. Applications such as quinine 
or red pepper have been placed on 
the teats. If a cow is a confirmed 
self-sucker, she should be sent to the 
butcher unless she _ is_ especially 
valuable as a breeding animal. 


Dehorning 


Horns are of no use to the animal. 
It is no longer necessary for the cow 
to fight for self-protection or for the 
protection of her young. Cows with 
horns often times injure one another 
in the stable or lot, and they some- 
times accidentally injure the attend- 
ants. Bulls with horns are decidedly 
more dangerous than those without 
horns. There is only one excuse for 
allowing animals to retain horns, and 
that is for the sake of appearances; 
and it is very questionable whether 
a large proportion of horns as found 
really add to an animal’s appearance. 
Still they do sometimes increase the 
selling price of an animal and may 
increase its chances in the show ring, 
and so long as these conditions exist. 
it is advisable to let the horns remain 
on at least some of the _ purebred 
animals. 


The main thing to consider in 
dehorning or in prevention of horn 
growth is to destroy or remove the 
skin from which the horn grows. In 
the calf this skin covers the horn 
button and can be destroyed by 
treatment with caustic soda or potash. 
In a few weeks thereafter this skin 
lies at the base of the horn and 
entirely surrounds it. Proper dehorn- 
ing therefore includes the removal of 
this skin, which is accomplished by 
sawing or clipping the horns close to 
the head. Unless this skin is removed 
the horns will grow again and produce 
what are known as scurs.

The Dairy Industry 


N a report received by Com- 
missioner Berne A. Pyrke of the 
Department of Farms and 

Markets on the dairy industry during 
1925, it is shown that New York State 
continues to hold its position as a 
dairy state, standing in first place 
among the states of the Union in the 
sale of milk and cream for fluid use 
and in the production of a number of 
dairy products. 

In the report for 1925, the figures 
show that New York leads all other 
states in the production of sweetened 
condensed milk and also holds the 
lead in bulk evaporated or plain con- 
densed milk. New York also lead all 
states in 1925 in the manufacture 
of powdered whole milk, powdered 
skim milk, powdered cream and milk 
sugar; while in the output of dried 
casein New York was_ second to 
California, and in ice cream second 
only to Pennsylvania. 

The total production of milk in New 
York State in 1925, according to the 
report, was 6,996,400 pounds. Both 
Wisconsin and Michigan exceed New 
York State in the number of cows and 
in the production of milk, but in these 
states the dairy industry is largely 
on a butter and cheese basis. 


The report shows that the total 
value of all cattle in this state ranged 
from $82,000,000 in 1912 to $189,000- 
000 in 1920, with a sudden drop in 
1921, and that during the past five 
years the total value has averaged 
110,000,000, with a value on January 
1, 1925 of $99,000,000. Values are report- 
ed to have increased during the year 
so that on January 1, 1926, they had 
eached $124,465,000. On January 1, 
925, there were 1,373,447 cows two 
ears old and over on New York State 
arms as compared with 1,481,918 on 
anuary 1, 1920. 
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ing ceases, or in about 12 hours, To 
avoid. any trouble from flies it is 
best to dehorn during the late fay 
winter, or early spring.

Increased Production Per Cow 


Although the number of dairy 
cows in New York has not changed 
extensively in the last sixty years 
there has been a decrease in the lagt 
few years, but this, as far as produce. 
tion is concerned, has been overcome 
by a gradual improvement in breed. 
ing, feeding, and care. The demand 
for year-round milk production to 
supply the fluid milk trade has 
brought about an increased produc- 
tion per cow so that the actual produc. 
tion of milk per cow during the last 
ten years has probably been greater 
than ever before. Bovine tuberculo- 
sis eradication accounts for some of 
the falling off, since it has necessi- 
tated the slaughter of 50,000 to 60, 
000 cattle per year, many animals 
being of producing age, and their re. 
placement with healthy cattle being 
a problem. 


New York State is still self-suffij- 
cient as to raising young stock to re- 
place discarded dairy cows, since the 
number of cattle shipped into the 
state for dairy and breeding purposes 
was about equal to the number 
shipped out of the state during 1925. 

1,340 Plants 

Reports were received from 1,340 
milk shipping stations, condensaries, 
creameries, cheese factories, and city 
retail plants which were open for 
business during 1925 and received 
milk or cream, or both, from farmers. 
Approximately 4,742,000,000 pounds of 
milk were received from dairymen by 
the 1,340 milk plants which sub- 
mitted reports. This is a decrease of 
about 1.5 per cent from the amount 
delivered in 1924. 

In 1925 the fluid milk and cream 
industry absorbed 52 per cent of the 
milk delivered to 1,340 milk plants

and 16 per cent of the cream, making 
a total of 68 per cent utilized in fluid 
form and leaving 32 per cent for 
manufactured products. 

Cream is sold by milk plants in ay 
parts of the state, with Delaware 
County, where the milk is relatively 
high in butter fat, producing one. 
fourth of the state total, while gt. 
Lawrence, Chenango, Wyoming and 
Green follow in total production. 
Erie, St. Lawrence and Delaware 
counties produce the largest quan- 
tities of butter. 

Powdered whole milk is largely 
made in western and southwestern 
New York, with Cattaraugus and Wy. 
oming counties leading in production, 
Delaware, Wyoming, Allegany, Chen- 
ango, Otsego and Jefferson counties 
lead in the production of powdered 
skim milk—a by-product from the 
manufacture of cream. 

Considerable ice cream stoek or 
mix is made in dairy plants receiving 
milk from farmers. Erie, Wayne, 
Schenectady, and Oneida lead in pro- 
duction of ice cream stock, with the 
largest quantities in June and the 
smallest in December. More than 
half of the ice cream manufactured 
in this state is manufactured in New 
York City. 

Milk Per Pound of Cheese 


The quantity of milk required to 
make one pound of whole milk Amer- 
ican cheese in factories devoted exclu- 
sively to cheese making was 10.60 


- pounds in 1925, 10.63 pounds in 1924, 


10.52 pounds in 1923, and 10.51 pounds 
in 1922. 

It is estimated that the value of 
dairy products handled in the plants 
receiving milk from farmers in 1925 
was $195,824,000. This is in addition 
to ice cream, valued at approximately 
$30,500,000, the inclusion of which 
would be a partial duplication of 
vaiues since ice cream is made paft- 
ly from the products already ac- 
counted for. If these products were 
computed at the prices the final re- 
tail consumer paid for them the 
values would of course be much 
higher. 

The milk and cream imported into 
New York State during 1925 was 
equivalent to 261,000,000 pounds of 
whole milk, or about 5 per cent of the 
milk handled by the milk plants in 
New York State. The value of this 
milk is estimated at around $5,000,000. 
—N. Y. State Department of Farms 
and Markets.

Cc. P. R. Owns Largest Holstein

SOW ONLY LOCALLY ADAPTED 
CLOVER AND ALFALFA SEED 


Since clover and alfalfa are two le- 
gume crops of great value in maintain- 
ing soil fertility and in supplying a 
high protein roughage, every effort 
should be made to grow these crops 
successfully, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

One of the most important factors 
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in clover growing is the use of locally 
adapted seed. The clover problem in 
the northern section of the country 
centers around seed that is “winter 
hardy,” whereas in the southern 
clover region the problem is one of 
disease. A strain of red clover resist- 
ant to the anthracnose disease has 
been developed by the Tennessee 
Agriculture Experiment Station. The 
use of such disease-resistant seed 
instead of the imported seed so often 
sown would go a long way toward 
insuring a clover crop from the middle 
of Ohio southward. Similarly, such 
varieties of alfalfa as Grimm and 
Dakota Common are superior to the 
African seed in the Northern States. 
Turkestan alfalfa is especially unde- 
sirable in the humid regions, being 
much inferior to domestic varieties 
and strains.

Use More Dairy Products 
By GEO. P. GROUT 


Head of Dairy Department, Texas, 
A. & M. College 


ITH the large amount of 
W experimental evidence that is 

constantly put out to show 
the value of milk in the diet of 
humans, as well as in the rations of 
growing animals, it .should not be 
necessary to urge a greater use of 
this perfectly balanced food. The 
ancients knew the value of milk as a 
food and as far back as_ history 
records, man has been in possession 
of milk stock and the products of the 
dairy cow are referred to in the old- 
est parts of the Bible. The people of 
Greece and Rome used milk, butter 
and cheese at least a thousand years 
before Christ. 

While today with our present experi- 
mental methods in nutrition with 
rats and other small animals, we can 
more quickly show results in feeding 
milk and dairy products as a part of 
the daily ration. Even from the 
dawn of history we have evidence 
which is conclusive. Authentic re- 
cords show that countries which 
have used milk and it’s products have 
developed to a higher state physically 
and mentally than those which have 
not; for example, the native races of 
Africa and Australia. McCollum, a 
noted authority in human nutrition 
has made the following statement. 
“The keeping of dairy animals was 
the greatest factor in the history of 
the development of man from a state 
of barbarism.” 

Milk a Perfect Food 

One quart of 4 per cent milk fur- 
nishes about 670 calories of food in the 
form of protein, carbohydrates and 
fat. This being the case, 4% quarts 
of milk taken alone per day will 
supply a grown man at moderately 
active. work with sufficient calories. 
We do not expect an adult to live on 
milk alone under normal conditions, 
neither do we recommend it as the 
sole diet for growing children, but it 
does form the foundation for a good 
ration for school children. This has 
been shown conclusively in California 
and all other places throughout the 
United States where milk campaigns 
have been put on and results care- 
fully tabulated. 

Dr. Lush of Cornell University 
Medical College, states that no 
family of five should buy meat until 
they have bought three quarts of 
milk per day. Dr. Sherman recom- 
mends that the expenditure for food 
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of the average family should be as 
follows: 


Per: Cent 
Meat and fish 12 
Milk and it’s products .44 
Bread and cereals 13 
Vegetables and fruits .17 
Eggs .06 
“Sugar .03 
Miscellaneous .05 


It has been shown by statistics 
that the average American family 
actually spends about 10 or 20 per 
cent for dairy products instead of 44 
per cent as suggested above; in fact 
about 1 pint of milk and cream per 
day, 3-4 of an ounce of butter, 1-6 
of an ounce of cheese and 1-2 ounce 
of ice cream is the actual daily 
average consumption per capita over 
the United States. To build and 
maintain a strong body, the amount 
consumed should be about double the 
actual consumption. Milk is easily 
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digested, contains the required vita- 
mins and is a food that supplies the 
various nutritive substances in the 
right quanities for body use. Even 
now there is no over production and 
there is not likely to be, but with 
Texas’ broad acres we can produce 
enough milk and dairy products for 
our own use and enough to bring in a 
substantial check each month in the 
year. Let us produce and consume 
more of one of the best products of 
the Texas’ farm—dairy products.
